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A few month’s back, when Tony 
Bennett’s Columbia Record “Rags To 
Riches” climbed to the number one 
spot on the nation’s sales charts, not 
many people realized that rags to 
riches is truly the saga of' the life of 
the popular young singing star. A rise 
that could be possible only in the good 
old U.S. A. 


Born in Astoria, N. Y., Tony aspired 
to become a top-notch commercial art- 
ist. His father had died while Tony 
was just a youngster, and his mother 
worked very hard to raise her two 
sons and daughter. A gentle, sweet 
person, Mrs. Benedetto is proud of her 
son Tony and is happy for him, but 
she is just as proud of son John, who 
is a noted hair stylist and also daugh- 
ter Mary. 


Tony attended the High School for 
Industrial Arts in New York, and upon 
his graduation from that school entered 
the U. S. Army. He served in the In- 
fantry during World War II and saw 
action on the line in Germany, During 
his service in the armed forces, Tony 
determined to make singing his career, 
When the war ended, he sang with 
Army bands, then with jazz groups 
and in small clubs. He also attended 
the American Theatre Wing’s profes- 
sional school for Veterans. 


It was a slow, heart-breakingly dis- 
couraging road for the young singer. 
As a matter of fact, in 1949, Tony was 
so discouraged that he was ready to 
chuck it and settle for a steady job in 
the field of commercial art. But just 
at that moment, opportunity knocked 
in the person of Raymond G. Muscar- 
ella. A prominent trucking executive, 
Mr. Muscarella had been instrumental 
in the behind the scenes rise of Vic 
Damone. Fred Katz, the famous vocal 
coach, asked’ Mr. Muscarella to listen 
to a friend of his who was becoming 
discouraged, though Katz felt he had 
great possibilities. Mr. Muscarella 
came, heard and was conquered, He 
was convinced that with the proper 
presentation, promotion and manage- 
ment, Tony Bennett would be a star. 
He became Tony’s personal manager, 
and when he found that the recording 
companies were not interested in sign- 
ing the singer, Muscarella formed his 
owh company to put Tony on wax. 


In the meantime, he began getting 
Tony: bookings into better night clubs, 
and it was while he was appearing at 
the Greenwich Village Inn, in Manhat- 
tan, that comedy star ‘Bob Hope 
“caught his act.” He invited Tony to 
“sing a couple of songs” in his Para- 
mount Theatre show the very next” 
day. Tony was overwhelmed, but the 
next night, between shows at the night 
club, he was introduced on stage of 
the Paramount. It was a thrilling mo- 
ment for Tony, and he sang like he 
never sang before. He poured his life’s 
ambition into his songs, and it evident- 
ly captured the hearts of the audience, — 
because the applause was deafening. 
Hope was so pleased with Tony that 
he took him along with his troupe on 
a six-city personal appearance stint. 
It was Bob Hope, by the way, who 
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named “Tony Bennett”. Before he in- 
troduced Tony on stage, he said, “Tony, 
we'll have to do something about your 
name. Benedetto is kind of long for a 
theatre marquee. How about, let’s see, 
how about Bennett? That’s it — Tony 
Bennett.” And that’s how Anthony 
Dominick Benedetto became Tony Ben- 
nett. 


While Tony was on tour, singer Herb 
Jeffries told Columbia Records’ artist 
and repertoire chief Mitch Miller about 
a young singer he thought Miller might 
like to sign. And, as luck would have 
it, at the very same time Marty Man- 
ning, a popular arranger, also spoke 
to Miller about Tony. The fabulous 
Mitch Miller, playing a hunch, signed 
Tony Bennett sight unseen, after hear- 
ing an audition record. Quite a feat 
for any singer. 


Bennett has the distinction of being 
an Arthur Godfrey Talent Scout pro- 
gram loser who made good. The night 
Tony was on the show, it was won by 
a cute gal singer — Rosemary Clooney. 
His first release for Columbia was 
“Boulevard of Broken Dreams”. The 
disc was so well received that it won a 
summer series on CBS radio for Tony. 
And, by a strange coincidence, the co- 
star of the show was, you guessed it, 
Rosemary Clooney. 


Columbia Records released seven 
Bennett records until one came up to 
hit the “jukepot”. It was “Because Of 
You”, which was released in June, 1951. 
Up until that time Tony had been 
steadily building a legion of followers, 
and in addition, was creating a stir as 
a performer in night clubs and. thea- 
tres. His work, plus the shrewd, man- 
agement of Muscarella, was a perfect 
combination for stardom. A firm be- 
liever in the value of promotion, Mus- 
carella. spared nothing to establish 
Tony as a solid figure in show busi- 
ness. Sidney Ascher, one of the nation’s 
best publicists, was engaged to publi- 
cize Tony; and ace record promoter 
Paul Brown handled the exploitation 
of the Bennett discs. 


The Muscarella formula paid off. It 
was a blend of talent, plus good man- 
agement, plus good publicity and pro- 
motion. And before the end of 1951, 
Tony Bennett was a nationally known 
singing star. 


In less than two years from the time 
Tony Bennett was ready to quit the 
entertainment profession, he was a big 
star. Yes, 1951 was truly a memorable 
year for Tony ... “Because of You” 
topped the million sales mark and 
“Cold, Cold Heart” followed close be- 
hind. He opened. at the N.Y. Paramount 
Theatre in October, and then set a new 
record by being brought back to star 
in that theatre’s Christmas show. In 
1951. Tony won some 17 popularity 
polls, and at one time had three of his 
records in the nation’s best selling 
charts as numbers one, two and three 
best sellers. And, it was also in 1951 
that he achieved another of his big 
dreams — he bought a house in New 
Jersey for his mother. And, for good 
measure, it was in 1951 that he met the 
pant who later became Mrs. Tony Ben-

He was appearing in Moe’s Main 
Street in Cleveland during the spring 
of 1951, when Patricia Ann Beech came 
to the club with a date. She was so 
thrilled with Tony’s singing that she 
said she must meet him: This didn’t 
make her date very happy, but she 
did meet Tony, and that was the be- 
ginning of the romance between Tony 
and Sandy. They were married in St. 
Patrick's Cathedral on February 12, 
1952. Some 15 cameramen were on hand 
to “shoot” the wedding, and it was 
featured in newsreels and _ television 
news shows. A special detachment of 
policemen were on hand to keep the 
more than 5,000 fans in line. Thousands 
of people milled about on the street. 


Tony’s fabulous success in 1951 was 
so sensational that folks in the busi- 
ness wondered if he could sustain the 
mark he had set. We are happy to re- 
port that, not only has Bennett main- 
tained a consistently high rate of rec- 
ord sales, but he has also made many 
night club operators very happy. Ben 
Maksik, owner of the beautiful Town 
and Country Club in Brooklyn, is the 
first to sing the praises of Tony Ben- 
nett as a top-drawer attraction. Tony 
made his night club debut in the New 
York area as a recording artist back 
in 1951 at Maksik’s place, where he 
sang to jam-packed attendance every 
night of the engagement. He has since 
appeared at the club twice, and each 
time has broken his preceding record. 
And this is not an isolated instance; 
for night club operators have found 
that, not only is Tony Bennett a great 
recording artist, but he is also a sensa- 
tional in-person performer. Unlike a 
number of other top record sellers, 
Bennett never disappoints his personal 
appearance audiences. He is a showman 
from. the word “go.” 


Another excellent year for the gold- 
en-toned Tony Bennett was 1952. He 
came up with a number of best sellers, 
including “Have A Good Time”, “Con- 
gratulations To Someone” and “King 
of Broken Hearts.” During the summer 
of ’52 Tony was booked into the Roxy 
Theatre in New York for a 2-week en- 
gagement. And, he proceeded to pack 
the vast theatre to such an extent that 
the original date was extended for a 
month. In all probability, he’d be there 
yet if previous commitments hadn’t 
forced him to go on a mid-western 
tour. 


The year, 1953, ended in a blaze of 
glory for Tony. His “Rags To Riches” 
was in the number one spot and his 
“Stranger In Paradise” was third. The 
start of 1954 found Bennett solidly es- 
tablished as a recording artist and in 
great demand for personal appearances 
in theatres, clubs, television and radio. 


But what has all this done to Mr. 
Bennett? His friends who knew him 
back in Astoria say he’s the same guy. 
He is soft-spoken, unassuming and 
finds pleasure in simple things. His 
favorite means of relaxation is sketch- 
ing and listening to records. He enjoys 
going to Astoria and talking over old 
times with his schoolboy chums. But 
most of all, he and his wife Sandy like 
to spend time with his Mother in River ~ 
Edge, New Jersey. Tony loves child- 
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ren, and at the time this article was 
being written, he was an expectant 
father. He was making plans for his 
son, or daughter, to be, and what plans 
they were! Nothing too involved, since 
Tony believes it wrong for parents to 
select a child’s career or life’s work. 
He feels people should be free to do 
what they enjoy most, providing they 
are fitted for the vocation they choose. 
He knows only too well the unhappiness 
that can result in having to work at 
something you dislike. And he also 
knows the great contentment one ex- 
periences at being successful in work 
you love. 


Tony is also grateful to his multi- 
tude of fans. He appreciates the im- 
portant role they have played in mak- 
ing his records hits. He has so many 
thousands upon thousands of members 
in the Tony Bennett Fan Clubs all over 
the United States — and many foreign 
countries — that his secretary, Natalie 
Saunders, devotes full time to handling
